When the reporter turned about 
to explore the district west of Fif- 
teenth street, he saw, and was) 
revolted by, a large area of a de- 
pressingly different sort, a squalid 
section with scabrous face and a 
rotten heart, 

For instance: Opposite the Kiel 
Auditorium to the west on Market 
street is the Eagle liquor store and 
bar, with hotel rooms upstairs, a 
three-story brick 
building. Across from the Eagle 
on Market street ig an ancient 
three-story building with dirty red 
paint (and hotel rooms upstairs) 
Which houses the Auditorium bar 
-—the people seem thirsty there- 
abouts. 

Walking north to Chestnut 
street the reporter sees another 
three-story antique with cracked 
windows and s0 yellow paint— 
the ground floor advertises “Char- 
coal-Coal in Bags.” Directly across 
Chestnut street there is a “For

the most valuable corners down- 
town, Adjoining is a dismal row 
of one-story shops occupied by a 
shoe cobbler, a quick lunch, and 
the “Oriental Laboratory.” 

At Pine street the reporter sees 
a dilapidated, four-story, red-brick 
building with a laundry, a barber 
and a second-hand bookshop on 
the groun floor and hotel rooms 
upstairs, the room windows being 
so unwashed it is difficult to tell 
whether or not human life goes on 
inside. However, the hotel adver- 
tises “Steam heat”—it is that 
modern. 

Price of Decay. 

Indulging one final glance at 
the west side of Fifteenth, from 
Market to Olive, this reporter 
notes that the “taller” buildings 
have rusty, exterior fire: escapes, 
that empty rooms and shops are 
the price that landlords pay for 
allowing deterioration of their 
properties, and that, to augment 
the diminishing revenues and the 
more than ample ugliness, un- 
mua billboards are being 
mounted on the over-age roofs. 
A commentary on such sorry 
blocks is that a billboard on the 
roof pays more than some of the 
tenants below. 

When it came to inspecting the 
area of dreadful blight west of 
Fifteenth, to choosing between 
Chestnut, Pine, Market or Olive, 
the reporter was reminded of the 
Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse 
—Wér, Famine, Death and Pesti- 
lencé,. All four streets have some- 
thing in common with the Four 
Horsemen. 

Around the Civil War period 
this was a fashionable residential 
sector; up to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can ar it bore traces of ele- 

ance; it -had slipped badly by 

orld War I, and by, World War 
II it was a region to be avoided if 
possible, out of sight and out of 
mind. The wars have come and 
gone, but hunger, disease and 
deaih still stalk there. 

Of the four streets, Olive fares 
best, Olive street, between Grand 
and Fifteenth, is certainly no open 
road to beauty, but since its wid- 
ening (a bond issue improvement) 
and the cutoff linking it to Lindell 
boulevard, it has acquired a tinge 
of respectability. Most of the 
slum dwellings have given way to 
parking lots and prosaic mercan- 
tile establishments, unlovely but 
reasonably modern, Traveling 
west, ane gets out as far as the 
2200 block before sighting any of 
those*old houses in which people 
still have to live for want of any- 
thing better at the price they can 
pay. 

Market street is more repulsive 
than Olive but then Market never 
was much in the first place. Mar- 
ket and Olive do have this in 
common, they are main arteries 
of traffic and their slum litter 
gradually is being cleared away 
for business establishments. 


Worst Streets in Slumville. 


This leaves Pine and Chestnut 
to compete as the worst streets in 
Slumville. Many St. Louisans sel- 
dom see this central area, this 
festering heart of the city; the 


dirt and decay offend them, they, 


use other streets if they can. 

At 1508 Pine the reporter is fas- 
cinated by a mildewed property 
100 years old—it must be that old 
to have acquired its other-worldly 
air, a town house on an island 
of time, engulfed by poverty and 
neglect. It seems so out of place 
in this swamp of cheap hotels and 
bars, * this two-story, red-brick 
dwelling, demurely set back from 
the building line, hemmed in, over- 
whelmed by its tawdry neighbors, 
its picket fence unpainted, waver- 
ing in the breeze and barely able 
to support the weight of a real- 
tor’s placard: “For Sale or Lease 
for a Purposes.” (Pre- 
sumably as a stage prop for “To- 
bacco ”" or “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.”) 


At Sixteenth street there is a 
welcome landmark, the substan- 
tial stone edifice of Centenary 
Methodist Church, one of the few 
buildings in this vicinity that 
would be worth saving. Across 
from the church are two-story and 
one-story brick buildings with the 
inevitable “For Sale” signs. . At 
1614 Pine is a two-story red brick 
dwelling with windows boarded

DONNELLY SAYS HE 
VON SEE REPORT 
STATE OPPOSES 
1S, HOUSING AI 


Declines to Say at This 
Time if He Agrees 
With Bert. Cooper’s 
View That Missouri Is 
Against Public Projects.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28— 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly said today 
there was no record that he had 
received a copy of the reply sent 
by ‘Bert Cooper, director of the 
State Department of Business and 
Administration, to United States 
Senator Robert F. Wagner, in 
which Cooper asserted there was 
no need for federal aid for slum 
clearance and public housing in 
Missouri. 

When it was pointed out that 
Cooper, in his reply to Senator 
Wagner, said, “I may or may not 
be stating the views of Gov. Don- 
nelly,” the Governor declined to 
comment until he had talked to 
Cooper, who was not at his office 
today. The Governor had his own 
office files searched, and said 
there was no record that Cooper 
had sent him a copy of the reply. 

Handled as “Routine Matter.” 

“It appears that on receipt of 
the questionnaire in my office it 
was sent as a routine matter to 
Mr. Cooper without having come 
to my personal attention,” the 
Governor said. “In the absence of 
Mr. Cooper, and without having 
his reply beforé me, I would not 
comment on the matter. I recall 
that Mr. Cooper made a rather 
extensive: investigation of the 
housing question, and that he at- 
tended a hearing in St. Louis at 
which Mayor Kaufmann and 
others were present.” 

Cooper, who was out of the city, 
could not be reached. 

Majority for Federal Aid. 

Senator Wagner, co-author of 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing 
pill, asked governors, mayors and 
others for opinions, in preparation 
of a report on slum clearance he 
is to make to the joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Housing. 

An overwhelm majority of 
those questioned; i was learned, 
reported an urgent need for public 
housing and favored federal aid to 
provide it. But not Missouri, as 
represented by the Donnelly ad- 
ministration. fz 

One question asked “whether 
Missouri favored federal assist- 
ance to local communities to pro- 
vide decent housing for low-in- 
come families. 

Cooper answered that question 
with a capitalized “NO.” 

“lt know from personal experi- 
ence,” he wrote, “that many of 
the people living in slums would 
not move into newly-constructed 
houses unless forced to by legis- 
lation.” 

This sentence was Cooper's in- 
troduction to a statement offered 
in response to an invitation to sug- 
gest what ought to be done about 
housing for low. income families. 

Puzzled by Reply. 

“There is a definite need for 
some sort of assistance for low-in- 
come housing,” he _ continued. 
“However, if construction is con- 
trolled and house builders left 
alone, the housing problem will be 
solved more effectively than by 
legislation, and vacant homes will 
soon be made available at. reason- 
able rates.” —

FINNS. EXPECTED 
TO OBEY STALIN'S

HELSINKI, Feb. 28 (AP) — All 
indications: today were that Fin- 
land will heed the summons of 
Prime Minister Joseph Stalin and 
enter reluctantly into negotiatioris 
for a defense pact with the Soviét 
Union, 

Political circles are discussing 
the procedure for the negotiations 
proposed by Stalin in his note to 
President Juho E. Paasikivi on 
Monday. Sources close to the 
Cabinet said Paasikivi has asked 
the various parties in Parliament 
to advise him of their attitude by 
Tuesday. 

By Tuesday the President may 
name the persons who will form 
the Finnish delegation in the ne- 
gotiations expected to take place 
in Moscow. 

Lt. Gen. G, M. Savonenkov, So- 
viet minister to Finland, paid a 
brief visit to the President today. 

The text of Stalin’s letter to 
Passikivi, dated Feb. 22, as broad- 
cast tonight by the Moscow radio, 
follows: 

-“As should be known to you, of 
the three countries bordering on 
the U.S.S.R. which waged war 
against the U.S.S.R. on the side 
of Germany, two—Hungary and 
Romania — have signed with the 
U.S.8.R, treaties of mutual assist- 
ance against possible German ag- 
gression. 

“It also is known that both our 
countries greatly suffered from 
this aggression, and it is the two 
of us who will be responsible be- 
fore our peoples if we permit a 
repetition of such aggression, 

“I assume that Finland, not Jess 
than Romania and Hungary, is 
interested in a pact of mutual as- 
sistance with the U.S.S.R. 
possible German aggression. In 
view of these considerations, and 
wishing to establish conditions for 
a radical improvement in the re- 
lations between our countries

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Feb. 28 
| (AP)—Diplomatic language was 
forgotten today as some of the 
younger generation had their say 
at United Nations headquarters. 
The occasion was a meeting of 
children from 26 countries to dis- 
cusé the problem of hungry chil- 


dren throughout the world, and 
what can be done to relieve their 
distress. 

A typical remark was that of a 
15-year-old American girl, Barbara 
Diggs, who said: 

“The United States should stop 
trying to be the big cheese.” 

She was talking about United 
States aid to other coutries. The 
United States, she said, should not 
try to be superior in giving help 
to others and should not insist on 
having its relief contributions 
identified as coming from Amer- 
ica. 


In a recording from Prague, a 
%year-old girl and an 11-year 
old boy spoke to the conference 
through an interpreter. They told 
the other children “we shall never 
fight each other.” 


The meeting was called by. the 
United Nations Appeal for Chil- 
dren. Those taking part in the 
discussion were the sons and 
daughters of U.N, employes from 
all over the world. More than 400 
children from New York City 


by the Public Roads Administra- 
tion of the Federal Works Agency, 
was received by President Milton 
M. Kinsey of the Board of Public

“There won't be any problem at 
all as soon as the first units are 
built, because they will house not 
only everybody who had to move 
but many other families as well, 
due to more efficient use of land 
areas, ' 

“Relocation for highway con- 
struction, as described in the gov- 
ernment study, is a much more se- 
rious problem, since the families 
have to be moved out perma- 
nently.” 

In New York, where several 
broad arterial highways are under 
construction, the report said, “the 
problem of site clearance is being 
faced realistically and every dis- 
placed family that does not itself 
find new quarters ts being as- 
sisted. A tenant relocation bureau 
was established with an office at 
the site and workers became ac- 
quainted with each family, learned 
their problems, and thus were 
able to take action which would 


best sult the family’s particular 


needs.” 

About a fourth of the New York 
families displaced found new 
quarters without assistance, the 
report said. For the rest, reloca- 
tion was accomplished in four 
ways, as follows: New quarters 
were found by the relocation bu- 
reau; families were moved tem- 
porarily to houses intended . for 
later demolition, pending final 
placement; deteriorated buildings, 
not in use, were acquired by the 
city and reconditioned for use by 
d eed families, and, finally, 
houses worth saving were moved 
to nearby vacant lots. 


Special legisiation also wae 
adopted, providing adequate finan- 
cial compensation for léss and in- 
convenience suffered by those re- 
located. 


Obstacles Encountered. 
Many obdstacles were encoun- 
tered, despite all the city’s efforts, 
the report continued. these 
were occasional lack of tenant co-

ATCHISON, Kan., Feb, 28 (AP) 
-— An ice jam in the Missouri 
river has destroyed pilings, un- 
doing river work that cost thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Hundreds of the pilings, used to 
direct the channel of the river, 
came floating by Atchison after a 
veritable wall of water reathed 
here about 7 a.m. today. 


Joe Van Horn, who operates a 
sawmill here, said the pilings evi- 
dently had been broken off by 
huge blocks of ice, 

The wall of ice-clogged water 
caused a rise in the river of 7.65 
feet in 24 hours.

Its barges, loaded with 
piling and other materials, came 
on down the river.

Expenditures of Southwestern 
Bell in Missouri for advertising 
have gone up 86 per cent since 
1940, it has been testified during 
the hearing before the commis- 
sion. 

Nelson Finks of St, Louis, gen- 
eral advertising supervisor for the 
company, told the commission that 
among the reasons for the ifcrease 
in this expense were use of con- 
siderably more daily and weekly 
newspaper space, an average in- 
crease of 36 per cent in advertis- 
ing rates of the publications used, 
salary increases in the advertising 
department, and ‘increase of the 
number of its employes from 32 
to 37 

The question of the propriety of 
including much or all of the ad- 
vertising expense in_ telephone 
rate-making calculations has been 
raised by opponents in Missouri 
as it has in some other states. 

Answering.Commisioner Kyle D. 
Williams, Finks said $8700 of last 
year’s, Missouri advertising ex- 
pense was devoted, in the period 
between July and October, to the 
pending rate case for which the 
application was filed last Sept. 30. 
This was not an added expense, 
he said, as this advertising was 
substituted for other subjects. 

He cowld not give a comparison 
of the volume of advertising space 
used for the years 1940 and 1947, 
as records on this for 1940 have 
been destroyed, he explained. The 
greater portion of the advertising 
expenditures, he related, is in 
newspapers. | 

Expenditures for advertising in- 
creased from $156,000 in 1940 to 
$256,000 in 1946 and to $306,000 
last year, Finks said. He pointed 
out that the company was solicit- 
ing business in 1940, but that its 
advertising needs were different 
now, “as we tie our edvertising in 
with operating problems of the 
business.” 

“In 1947,” he went on, “we had 
more operating problems than be- 
fore, and they were more intense. 
Also, advertising costs have gone 
up tremendously since 1940. One 
reason for advertising now is to 
inform the people who are wait- 
ing to get telephones about the 
situation.” 

Co-operative Radio Hour. 


A. T. & T. does its advertising 
in magazines of national circula- 
tion, which sell 22,500,000 copies a 
year in Missouri, he said, The 
| telephone hour, on the radio, he 
continued, is a co-operative en- 
terprise of the various Bell Sys- 
tem operating companies, with 
Southwestern Bell and the others 
paying for the radio station time 
in their own operating territories, 
while A. T. & T. supervises the 
program as one of its license con- 
itract services. A. T. & T. pre- 
pares movie films and telephone 
booklets of national interest, he 
said, * 

“The general idea,” Finks con- 
tinued, “is that the more our cus- 
tomers know and _ understand 
about the telephone business, the 
more they will co-operate in get- 
ting themselves better service, and 
this will help promote the busi- 
ness.” " 

Commissioner Charles L. Hen- 
son inquired if there had been in- 
creases in advertising rates. Finks 
said there had been and, using 
the “columm-inch” (an inch of 
newspaper space one column wide) 
as the standard, he said the ag- 
gregate colugn-inch for the 125 
Missouri papers used by the com- 
pany had risen from ‘$95.32 in 
1940 to $129.84 last year, or 36 per 
cent,

Herald, $1.30 to $1.82 per column- 
inch; St. Louis Post-Dispatch on

ony ae of the measure, spon- 
sored ‘by Republicans, is “to main- 
tain the status quo” with respect 
to socia] security rolls. Actually 
it would nullify a Supreme Court 
decision holding that certain 
classifications of workers not now 
under social security are entitled 
to coverage. 

In a long debate yesterday Rep- 
resentative Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las (Dem.), California, said the 
title of the resolution suggested 
its “cunning and deception, e 
never need legislation to maintain 
the status quo. Legislation is re- 
quired only to create change, 
which may be either forward or 
backward. In this case it is back- 
ward.” 

“This is a shocking piece of 
legisiation,” Mrs. Douglas con- 
tinued. “During the last several 
months I have grown accustomed 
to the sight of this Congress turn- | 
ing back the clock — crippling | 
where they do not dare repeal, or 
boring away like termites in an | 
effort to undermine the progress | 
of the preceding 14 years. | 

“This bill is the first attack on | 
the social security program bf) 
those who never really believed | 
in it. A vote for this bill is a} 
vote to begin the destruction of | 
the greatest social program in the | 
history of the country.” 

Representative Gearhart (Rep.), | 
|California, author of the resolu- | 
tion, said its passage was neces- | 
sary because the “bureaucrats” of | 
the Social! Security Administration | 
| had been trying to increase cover- j° 
age and thus “expand their bu- | 
reau, swell their pay roll, aug- | 
ment their power, feed their van- | | 
ity.” He argued that the Supreme | 
Court had in effect “repealed the § 
intent of Congress.”

Now Defined. 


By JOSEPH HANLON 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 — The 
National Labor Relations Board 
held today that newspaper home 
delivery carriers in Kansas City, 
Mo.,.are independent contractors, 
not employes of the newspapers, 
and therefore are not covered by 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The facts at issue were substan- 

tially identical with those which 
‘resulted in a 21-day suspension of 
publication of St. Louis newspa- 
pers in 1945 because of a strike 
of carriers who were seeking to 
bargain as employes. In that case 
the NLRB held the carriers were 
employes, The publishers sought 
a judicial review of this adminis- 
trative. finding, but could not get 
into court because the union 
would not charge them with an 
unfair labor practice. 

The different outcome of the 
Kansas City proceeding stems 
from enactment of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act last year. It rewrote the 
Wagner Act, under which the 
NLRB had functioned previously. 
The Wagner Act made no specific 
reference to “independent contrac- 
tors.” The Taft-Hartley Act stip- 
ulated “The term employe shall 
not include any individual having 
the status of an independent con- 
tractor.” 

Term Defined. 

|. Fer a definition of the term “in- 
‘dependent contractor” as em- 
ployed in the Taft-Hartley Act, 
the NLRB found in a House com- 
mittee report that independent 
contractors “undertake to do a 
job for a price, decide how the 
work will be done, usually hire 
others to do the work and depend 
for their income not upon wages 
but upon the difference between 
what they pay for goods, materials 
and labor and what their receive 
for the end result, that is, upon 
profit.” 

In the Kansas City case, the 
first to be decided on the “inde- 
pendent contractor” provision of 
the new law, the board found the 
carriers were contractors because 
their earnings came from profits 
rather than wages; the carriers 
themselves decided how the work 
of carrying papers should be 
done; and they hired others to 
work for them. 

Kansas City carriers were orga- 
nized, as well those in St. Louis, 
by an affiliate of the AFL Press- 
men’s Union, The union asked to

“Similarly, portions of routes 
may be transferred between car- 
riers or to a new carrier, and the 
company thereupon enters into 
new agreements with the parties 
concerned. Although the company 
can demand that a carrier dis- 
pose of his route and has the con- 


tractual power to enforce such de- 
mand by terminating the _ rela- 
tionship on four days notice, it 
has rarely made such a demand 
and there is no* evidence that the 
|company has ever terminated a 
contract by notice.” 

The company employs district 
men who have issued insructions 
to carriers regarding the handling 
of their routes, the board noted, 
but the carriers have felt free to 
disregard these instructions and 
have not been penalized for doing 
50. 
The board was careful to point 
out that its decision applied to 
the particular carriers who 
brought the case before it. It left 
the door open for a finding that 
other carriers, operating under 
different conditions, might be re- 
‘garded as employes.

Cold Frames 
Can Be Built 
Or Purchased 


Many types of ready-to-assemble 
cold frames are available this sea- 
son, A very practical aluminum 
frame is light in weight but very 
sturdy. The moderately priced 
3x3-foot “sifburban size” may be 
moved with ease, and can be 
stored away when notin use. | 

Gardeners who prefer to build 
their own can make a very satis- 
factory frame of used lumber. It 
may be any length, but the etand- 
ard three-foot width is most con- 
venient. The back board should 
be about 12 inches wide, the front 
board from six to eight inches, 
and the two are joined by sloping 
sides. One of the plastic gubsti- 
tutes may be used for the sash. 
These materials can be cut to the 
proper size and fastened securely 
with screen molding or strips of 
lath, 

The frame should be placed in a 
protected spot. It should have a 
southern exposure, if possible, so 
that the sloping sash can absorb 
the’ greatest amount of warmth 
and light from the sun. There 
should be space.in back of the 
frame to store the top when it is 
removed. 

Seed may be sown in pots or 
flats, or in a seed bed made in the 


frame. For the seed bed the top 
soil should be replaced with the 
lighter mixture preferred by seed- 
lings--one third each of sand, gar- 
den loam, and peat or leaf mold. 

To produce a greater quantity 
of plants in a limited area, seed 
may be started in the house; seed- 
ling plants are hardened in the 
cold frame; and just as soon as

the weather is favorable, they are 
moved to their place in the gar- 
den. Using this assembly line 
technique, a surprising variety of 
flowers and vegetables can be 
grown. 

Among the earliest occupants of 


«the frame may be members of the 


cabbage family, perennial flowers, 
and toughies like snapdragons and 
pansies. After these hardy plants 
have been set out, they can be re- 
placed with seedlings of tomatoes, 
sweet peppers, petunias, and as- 
ters or other tender annual flow- 
ers.

How U.S. Defense ‘Policies 
Are Made; Inside Story of 


National Security Council 


St. Louisan Sidney W. Souers Is Executive Secretary of Body 
Headed by President Truman; Works in Secret to In- 
tegrate Domestic, Foreign and Military Policy; Follows 
Pattern of British Defense Committee. 


Note—The subject of this article is the National Security Council. 


This is a 


wholly United States agency charged with responsibility in connection with national 
defense policies. It should not be confused with the United Nations Security 
Council, despite the similarity of names.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. 


HEN Bernard M. Baruch told the Senate Foreign Relations Committee that 

the administrator of the European Recovery: Program should be given a 

seat on the National Security Council to keep himself ‘‘fully and currently 
informed on matters of foreign and military policy’’ he directed attention to a 
little known executive agency that is determining how the United States shal! 
carry out its new responsibility for world leadership. 


The National Security Council is on the 
highest policy making level in the executive 
department. Its chairman is President Tru- 
mah and it holds its meetings in the Cab- 
inet room of the White House. The regu- 
lar members are Secretary of State Mar- 
shall, Defense Secretary Forrestal, Army 
Secretary Royall, Navy Secretary Sullivan, 
Air Secretary Symington, and Chairman 
Arthur M. Hill of the National Security 
Resources Board. The optional members 
are the secretaries of the remaining execu- 
tive departments, Chairman Thomas J. Har- 
grave of the Munitions Board and Chair- 
man Vannevar Bush of the Research and 
Development Board. 

The executive secretary is a St. Louisan, 
former Rear Admiral Sidney W. Souers, 
who was largely instrumental in reorgan- 
izing the defunct Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co. into the mutualized General 
American company. 
' Sovers’s duties are comparable to those 
of the fabulous British civil servant, Lord 
Hankey, who was for many years Perma- 
nent Secretary of the British Committee 
of Imperial Defense, a body formed in 


London in 1904 after the Boer War had 
demonstrated how lack of policy and lack 
of preparedness had first failed to avoid 
and then prolonged that struggle.

The important thing in the American and 
British security groups is that there is a 
permanent secretariat to furnish continuity 
of security policy. The British carry this 
idea even further. Translated into Ameri- 
can terms, the British plan would call for 
an executive secretary of the National Se- 
curity Council who remains at his post 
through administration changes, sits in on 
Cabinet meetings, and makes it possible 
for the Cabinet to present a united front 
in public on important security issues. Sec- 
retary Forrestal has advanced a similar 
fdea for this country, but it has not as yet 
taken hold. The Security Council secre- 
tariat, however, could be the nucleus for 
such a plan. 

As executive secretary of the Council 
Souers knows the topmost secrets of for- 
eign and military policy, especially the con- 
troversial ones on which there is a divi- 
sion of opinions among the various depart- 
ments and agencies. Although he has po 
vote, it is his job to see that the highest 
policy makers of the Government are in- 
formed about current international and mili- 
tary problems and decisions and to lay out 
a long-term program for the guidance of 
future administrations. 

The prerequisites for the position are 
broad vision, organizing ability, knowledge 
of the Government organization, tact, dis- 
cretion and persistence. 

Souers is a business man in government. 
This fits in with the British—and Amer- 
fean—idea that in high policy, even con- 
cerning war preparations, the civilian must 
be above the military. His Government 
salary is $10,000 but the tax on this after 
including his personal income and the cost 
of his Washington apartment leave him 
with a net loss. Expressed another way, 
he would be better off financially if he 
gave up his Washington job and returned 
to his St. Louls home at 6841 Devonshire 
avenue. 

Although a Missourian, Souers was not 
appointed te his important post because he 
was a friend of President Truman. His 
sponsor is Defense Secretary Forrestal, who 
was attracted by his work in the Navy, 
where he rose to the rank of Rear Admiral 
and Deputy Chief of Naval Intelligence, 
the only reserve officer ever to attain such 
a position in this closely restricted branch 
of the service. In January, 1946, he was 
appointed the first Director of Central Intel- 
ligence in the National Intelligence Author- 
ity. Il health forced him to give up this 
post a year later. He was recalled to 
Washington as a consultant to survey the 
intelligence requirements of Atomic Energy 
Commission and werked out «a program 
that was approved by the AEC and the 
National Intelligence Authority. 


Years Before World War | 
British Had Plans Prepared. 


For his naval intelligence work he was 
awarded the Legion of Merit; for his writ- 
ing of the intelligence section of the Eber- 
stadt report on armed services unification, 
Secretary Forrestal awarded him the green 
Oymmendation Ribbon, 

The National Security Council was au- 
thorized by the National Security Act of 
1947 that merged the armed services. This 
law says that the Council shall advise the 
President on integration of domestic, for- 
eign and military policy as relating to our 
national security. Its duties, in the broad 
language of the statute, are to recommend 
action on the nation’s actual and potential 
military power, based on objectives, com- 
mitments and risks, and to recommend ac- 


tion on matters of common interest to Fed- 
eral agencies concerning national security. 

Theoretically it is only an advisory croup 
to the President, who, as Commander in 
Chief, is responsible for the national se- 
curity. Actually, since the President is 
chairman, the Council members work out 
current policies; if no agreement can be 
reached among the regular and optional 
members the divergent opinions are pre- 
sented in writing to the President who 
makes the final decision. In practice, how- 
ever, a controversial question is usually 
kept on the Council’s agenda until there 
is a meeting of all minds on the subject. 

The American organization closely fol- 
lows the pattern the British evolved over 
more than 40 years. The old Committee 
of Imperial Defense now functions as the 
Defense Committee of the United Kingdom. 
This organization, within five years after 
its establishment in 1904, had investigated 
the whole ground to be covered by a pos- 
sible war with Germany-—the naval posi- 
tion, the possibilities of blockade, the in- 
vasion problem, the Continental problem 
and the Egyptian problem. All necessary 
papers, to implement the plan, were drawn 
and moved with the King wherever he 
went, ready for his immediate signature. 

After World War I the British created 
a Chief of Staff committee to which our 
Joint Chiefs of Staff organization ts com- 
parable. They also established a Joint In- 
telligence Committee that antedated our 
Central Intelligence- Agency that is now 
under the direction of Rear Admiral R. H. 
Hillenkoetter, a native St. Louisan. The 
agency co-ordinates all the intelligence ac- 
tivities of the Federal departments as such 
activities affect national security. 

The present United Kingdom Defense 
Committee is more of an administrative 
outfit than our National Security Council, 
a purely policy making body, which has 
only the Central Intelligence Agency under 
its direct supervision. The implementation 
of long range policy, as provided by the 
National Security Act, has been delegated 
to the National Security Resources Board 
that advises the President on co-ordination 
of military, industrial and civilian mobiliza- 
tion; the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the military 
advisers to the President and Defense Sec- 
retary; the War Council, composed of the 
Defense Secretary, the three Service Secre- 
taries and the joint chiefs of staff; the 
Munitions Board, under the chairmanship 
of Hargrave, and the Research and Devel- 
opment Board under Dr. Bush. 


Disputes Are Ironed Out 
Through Series of Meetings. 


There is considerable overlapping among 
these various groups and an important ques- 
tion initiated before one is almost imme- 
diately known to the others. 

Souers has a small staff of his own, in- 
cluding James 8S. Lay, the assistant execu- 
tive secretary. For Maison with the Security 
Council, Secretary Marshall appointed his 
chief operational planner, George F. Ken- 
nan, director of the hush-hush Policy Plan- 
ning Staff. Lt. Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer 
represents the Army; Rear Admiral €. W. 
Styer the Navy, and Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad 
the Air Force. Admiral Hillenkoetter nor- 
mally participates in Souers’s group which 
is known as the “NSC consultants.” 

For the so-called “‘working level,’ the 
State Department furnishes the cq-ordinator. 
This was George H. Butler, Ambassador to 
the Dominican Republic,- but since he re- 
turned to his post no successor ‘has been 
chosen. Other high officials detailed to 
Souers’s staff are Henry 8S. Villard, State 
Department Foreign Service Officer; Col. 
Douglas V. Johnson from the Atmy; Capt. 
B, L. Austin from the Navy; Lt. Col. R. 
C. Heflebower from the Air Force. Prescott 
Childs, a Foreign Service Officer assigned 
to the Central Intelligence Agency repre- 
sents that body. A _ representative from 
the National Security Resources Board will 
be named soon. 

The permanent staff includes Marion W. 
Boggs, formerly of the State Department, 
and a small group of specialists in research 
and personnel, Souers plans to extend the 
permanent staff gradually by carefully se- 
lected career personnel “‘who have outstand- 
ing abilities as students and analysts of 
world affairs.” 

The Council’s budget for the current year 
is only $115,000. For next year it has 
asked for $200,000, which would permit 
the employment of 31 staff members. 

Problems for consideration can be ini- 
tiated by the President, a member of the 
Council or by Sowvers. Rigid secrecy rules 
prevent the citation of actual cases but 
this is how the short-term recommendations 
are made: 

Souers learns that a difference of opinion 
among Cabinet officers is preventing the 
declaration of Administration policy on a 
subject affecting national security, such as 
export control, foreign information pro- 
gtams, or base rights.

The objective of ‘our Secu- 
rity Council in its consultations was 
to reconcile our previous commitments 
with our existing military and eco- 
nomic power, or more precisely, our 
existing lack of power.

Two previous policies were made by 
President Truman and Secretary Mar- 
shall without consultation with our 
Security Council. The first was Pres- 
ident Truman’s statement on Oct. 4, 
1946, just before the congressional 
elections, urging that “‘steps be taken 
at the earliest possible moment to ad- 
mit 100,000 Jewish refugees to Pal- 
estine.”” This proposal infuriated the 
British, who interpreted it as an at- 
tempt to use the Palestine situation 


define the scope of a report, then each 
representative obtains the facts, interests 
and opinions of his department or agency. 
The political and economic aspects are given 
by the State Department; the military by 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. Central 
Intelligence gives estimates of the probable 
effect of several proposals on the countries 
involved; the National Security Resources 
Board reports on the actual and potential 
goods and men that are available; the 
Treasury, Commerce or Agriculture Depart- 
ments may be called on to give their views, 
A second staff.meeting is called to survey 
the facts and to reconcile, if possible, the 
varying viewpoints. The representative 
with the greatest interest at stake is usu- 
ally designated to prepare a first draft 
based upon this discussion. This puts the 
issues in writing. , | 


Each member checks the draft with all 


interested branches of his department or 
agency. This usually keeps up until there 
is agreement. If the differences of opinion 
appear irreconcilable, the divergent views 
are clear cut. The report then goes to the 
NSC consultants and when their concurrence 
is given, the report is submitted to the 
Council for consideration. Sometimes, Sec- 
retary Forrestal obtains military comments 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff before the 
Council session. The report, as adopted by 
the Council, is submitted to the President.

for domestic political advantage. It 
failed in that regard. 

The second was the American sup- 
port in the United Nations Assembly 
for partition of Palestine into Jewish 
and Arabian states. Competent ob- 
servers now say that this policy was 
not “thought through,’’ meaning that 
the Administration did not work out 
detailed plans, military and econom- 
ic, on how this policy could be made 
to work if the Arabs refused to ac- 
cept partition, ; 

In addition to the military and eco-: @ 
nomic factors, President Truman also 2 
had to consider, in this presidential 
year, the domestic political factor. 
Theoretically, this was no concern of 
Secretaries Marshall and “Forrestal, 
yet it had to be considered in all dis- 
cussions, from the lowest to the high- 
est levels. 

Ambassador .Warren’s announce- 
ment at Lake Success indicated that 
a firm conclusion has not yet .been 
reached by our Security Council. If 
that indication is correct President 
Truman and the members of the Coun- 
cil have before them in writing all the 
issues on which the Council members 
and their staffs have differences of 
opinions, 

Before the creation of the Ameri- 
can Council, the President probably 
would have followed his own decisions 
after consultations with the Secretary 
of State and a few other advisers. 
Our Security Council, even in reach- 
ing this temporary compromise on 
Palestine, offered the mechanism for 
a reconeiliation within the depart- 


' ments on military, economic and polit- 


ical aspects of the international situ- 
ation. That alone is a step toward 
the formulation of permanent foreign 
policies. 
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probability that frictions within the Cabinet 
will be greatly minimized. 

The clash between former Secretary of 
State Byrnes and former Commerce Sec- 
retary Wallace in 1946 over the Amer- 
ican attitude toward Soviet Russia is an 
example of what the Council plan is de- 
signed to eliminate. President Truman 
had not been adequately briefed on the 
American-Soviet situation to realize the 
importance of Wallace's New York 
speech, a policy utterance that had not 
been cleared by other departments hav- 
ing a vital interest in the subject. Under 
the Council plan, there is to be one na- 
tional security policy upon which all 
Cabinet officers are agreed, 

The feasibility of the Baruch proposal to 
haye the administrator of the European 
Recovery Plan sit with the Security Council 
may well be demonstrated, in time. Euro- 
pean recovery and national security are 
closely linked; if the Baruch proposal is 
adopted, the Council is there, with its 
studies, reports and recommendations de- 
signed to take care of both long and short 
term policy for the protection of the United 
States.

convicted of anything of a criminal nature. 
(Brother Huey once accused brother Earl 
of being a traitor to the Long family, this 
because Earl had tried to send Huey to 
prison as a bribe-taker.) 

Now the battling brothers are to be re- 
united at Baton Rouge. DBarl will deposit 
his bulky body in the chief executive’s chair 
in the skyscraper Capitol which brother 
Huey built; Huey is buried in an expensive 
steel and concrete vault in front of the 
Capitol. It might be added that Earl Long, 
off the payroll for eight years, a practicing 
lobbyist and non-practicing lawyer, has 
been a faithful visitor to Baton Rouge 
whenever the Legislature met. 

Feudin’ Earl maintains that he and 
feudin’ Huey were reconciled some months 
before the latter was assassinated at the 
Capitol in 1935, and that he is “carrying 
on”’ for his brother and imbued with the 
same “ideals.”” Kingfish Huey gained the 
governorship in 1928 with his share-the- 
wealth slogan of “‘Every Man a King”; Earl 
announces his slogan will be more modest, 
something like “Service to the People.”’ 
However, his campaign promises have com- 
mitted him to sharing the tax wealth gen- 
erously. Among other things he promised

How Millions Were Stolen 
By Politicians in Huey Era. 


Louisiana politiclans in the Huey Long 
era stole millions from state and federal 
funds. No graft was too large or too small 
for their zealous attention. Finally, when 
the Louisiana Scandals became a national 
stench, Washington reluctantly assigned a 
man to investigate, Elmer L. Irey, then chief 
of the intelligence division of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, United States Treasury 
Department. Irey had worked to send Al 
Capone to prison for income tax fraud, and 
he used thé same methods against the 
Louisiana scandalizers. The result was that 
149 individuals were convicted of tax fraud, 
mail fraud or other forms of thievery on a 
grand scale. 

In addition to sending the rascals to 
prison and cleaning up Louisiana politics 
for a while, the prosecutions brought the 
Treasury over $6,000,000 in additional 
taxes and penalties. 

Following the unrehearsed assassination 
of Huey Long there was a scramble among 
his stooges who wished to succeed him as 
Louisiana’s Warwick and Kingfish. Huey’s 
former secretary, fat young Richard Leche, 
became Governor: As a sop to Earl Long, 
he was designated Lieutenant Governor. All 
this made an enemy of another ambitious 
politico, Jimmy Noe, who had hoped to be 
Kingfish II, and he began signing affidavits 
for the press revealing that Huey’s political 
heirs were grafting like mad. 

Before Jimmy Noe shut his mouth and 
Elmer Irey closed his inquiry, the Long 
machine had been pretty well scrapped and 
Sam Jones and the aroused voters in 1940 
completed the destruction—only to have the 
machine rise phoenix-like in 1948!

The word that President 
Truman had put his name on legislation to es- 
tablish adequate military training in the United 
States would do more to give the Communists 
pause than the arrival in Moscow of 10,000 of- 
ficial protests all at one time. 

The Red strategy is to use our indecisiveness to 
get as much of Europe as possible. As everyone 
sees now, the plan is a parallel of Hitler’s, with- 
out the formality of Munich conferences. 

Yet as this diabolic plan works out before our 
eyes, Congress does nothing about military train- 
ing. President Truman has asked for it, not 
once but repeatedly. It was the very heart of 
Gen. Eisenhower’s final report as Chief of Staff. 
Gen. Bradley, new Chief of Staff, has made the 
same appeal. So has Secretary of Defense For- 
restal. So have thousands of citizens who are 
not a part of the military organization, but who 
recognize the need for a trained defense force. 


At the moment, the issue in Congress is not 


whether the military training bill shall pass, but 
whether it shall even be allowed to come to a 
vote. That is how deeply this vital protection of 


Under the chairmanship of Representative Wal- 
ter G. Andrews of New York, the House Armed 
Services Committee approved the military train- 
ing bill more than eight months ago. It did so 
unanimously. With such committee support, the 
bill should have been passed in the last session. 

Why does it not come to a vote? Because it 
is blocked in the House Rules Committee. And 
why is it blocked in this committee? Largely be- 
cause the chairman, Representative Leo E. Allen 
of Galena, Iil., is one of the Chicago Tribune’s 
Congressmen, The Tribune’s publisher, Robert 
R. McCormick, is opposed to the bill and so his 
string of Representatives in the area around Chi- 
cago, ranging from Mr. Allen's district to that 
ef Clare Hoffman in Michigan, are also opposed. 

This is a vicious use of tile Rules Committee, 
which has no responsibility for specific legisla- 
tion, to offset the good work of a committee 
which is responsible. As the New York Herald 
Tribune says, here is “an unpardonable obstruc- 
tion of the democratic process.” 

This obstruction is so bad that retired Supreme 
Court Justice Owen J. Roberts has been moved 
to a vigorous protest. Pointing directly to Chair- 
man Allen, Justice Roberts said: 

It never was intended that the Rules Com- 
mittee should exercise. the power of veto 
over the action of other committees of the 
House. Yet that is precisely what the Rules 
Committee has done for eight months. It 
is a travesty of the American system of rep- 
resentative government. 

No wonder the Reds feel free to take over 
Prague in a three-day coup. No wonder they 
summon a delegation from Finland to “negoti- 
ate” a “friendship treaty.” They can count on 
the weaknesses of our democratic machinery to 
give them the time they want. 

The House Rules Committee has only one duty 
with respect to this bill. That is to schedule it. 
Since the bill had unanimous. committee approval, 


. dt should have a high priority on the schedule. 


This is entirely aside from the great urgency of 
the bill itself. 
The Chicago Tribune's Leo Allen is only the 


| chairman of the committee. He is only oné man 


among 12. ‘The seven other Republicans are 
Brown of Ohio, Wadsworth of New York, ‘Har- 
ness of Indiana, Chenoweth of Colorado, Rizley 
of Oklahoma, Herter of Massachusetts and Rich 
of Pennsylvania. How many of them are satis- 
fied to have their committee stand squarely in 
the way of the military training bill? 

They can take this bill out of Chairman Al- 
len’s hands. If they do not do it, the House 
should take it out of the committee’s hands. 

The 20 names on the petition to discharge the 
committee is a pitiful showing for £ body with 
435 seats. Why is it not clear that the best poli- 
tics should be to protect the security of the 
American people? 
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Another 12,500 Pensioners? 

There is already some grumbling in Washing- 
ton about the heavy cost of federal contributions 
for old-age pensions, but Missouri's Legislature 
is unaware or unimpressed. The federal com- 
piaint is that this relief expenditure should be 
tapering off now that Americans in numbers are 
beginning to qualify for the old-age insurance 
paid for by social security taxes. 

Nevertheless,, Missouri's House has voted to 
create at least another 12,500 pensioners by end- 
ing the rule that bars old people living with rela- 
tives able to support them, There are already 
‘so many pensioners that the individual pay- 
ments, averaging less than $40 a month, are 
much too small for old people who actually 
reach destitute old age with no means of their 
own and no relatives able to help. 

Such flagrant abuses try the patience of Con- 
gress and run the risk of drastic curtailment. 
Abuses run high in Missouri and the Legislature, 
far from curbing them, is adding new ones. It 
is easy for the Legislature to yield to the clamor 
for pensions, but somewhere @head such cheap 
politics invites a reckoning. 


Tony Marino Should Be Freed 
Circuit Judge William R. Dusher of Winne- 
bago county, Ill, is within his rights in refusing 


to release Tony Marino, but he is, in our opinion, — 


wrong in the stand he has taken. 

Two months ago the United States Supreme 
Court remanded the case of Marino, who was 
convicted of murder 23 years ago, to the trial 
court in Illinois. It did so because Attorney 
General Barrett confessed error in that Marino, 
then an ignorant immigrant youth, was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment without counsel for 
his defense, Sending the case back to Illinois, 
the unanimous order of the Supreme Court said 
that Marino “was denied the due process of law 
which the Fourteenth Amendment requires.” 

_ Attorney General Barrett then took a humane 
and reasonable position. He moved for Marino's 
release. After all, the defendant had spent 22 
years in prison following an illegal conviction. 

But not so Judge Dusher. He says that the 
case came back for further proceedings and that 
he intends to hold a full hearing on “all the 
facts.” So he is still holding Tony Marino. 

This overlooks the fact that Attorney General 
Barrett’s motion to release Marino is a further 
proceeding. It overlooks the long years which 


Marino has spent in prison as the victim of a 
confessedly unfair trial. It overlooks the fact 
that the state does not wish to hold Marino any 
longer. 

We hope Mr. Barrett will go back to Judge 
Dusher’s court again and again. Eventually, the 
judge surely will come to see that not only does 
mercy become justice, but that in this instance 
he tortures the concept of justice. 
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Money Into Mercy 

Disaster, to most people, is a matter of head- 
lines. When a torriado whips away a Plains 
town, when a Gulf storm shatters.a waterfront, 
or when crackling flames eat their way through 
blocks of buildings, what they see are the head- 
lines: 30 Dead, $500,000. Loss. 

Such figtres may be shocking, but they speak 
only vaguely of pain and anguish, of a life-work 
wiped out, of the grimness of having to start 


anew. When tragedy is private, understanding - 


is even more remote. People pass hospitals day 
after day and take them as a. matter of course, 
a pleasing decoration in a drab city skyline. The 
individual case in the hospital ward does not 
press itself on their attention. Unless directly 
involved, there is scant consciousness of its need 
—perhaps for plasma or perhaps for care and aid 
of one kind or another even after discharge. 

It is not that people are hard-hearted; the 
wells of sympathy prove deep when plumbed. It 


charged with responding to all calls, great and 
small. It is the Red Cross. 

It was in 1862 that the Swiss, Henri Dunant, 
made an appeal to the world’s humanity on be- 
half of the wounded of the battlefields. As an 
answer, there came the Geneva Convention to 
take some of the terrors out of battle. But the 
Red Cross, which by now has spread to 64 na- 
tions, found work to do in peace as well as war. 
Today there is no flood or epidemic to whose 
victims it does not come with a helping hand— 
the hand which refutes the charge that the world 
is fast sinking into an utterly individualistic, in- 
different, irresponsible atavism. 

Once a year that hand is extended in solicita- 
tion. Once a year it offers the opportunity to 
transform money into mercy, to renew the ac- 
knowledgment that every man is indeed his 
brother’s keeper. That time is now.

How Director Cruse Will Be. Tested 
Robert R. Cruse, 64-year-old former coal min- 

er and mine manager, is the fourth director of 

the Illinois Department of Mines in 11 months. 

Director Cruse knows the record of his recent 
predecessors. He knows about the mine disas- 
ters at Centralia and West Frankfort, which 
killed 141 men. He knows how the Green Ad- 
ministration used the mine inspection force for 
political shakedowns. He knows how safety reg- 
ulation reports were ignored by both mines and 
the State Department of Mines. He knows that 
honest inspectors were rebuked and insulted for 
their devotion to duty. 

However, the test of Director Cruse will not 
be what he knows. It will be what he does. It 
will be whether he enforces the state and fed- 
eral safety codes and whether he keeps in the 
department the callous staff which joined Gov. 
Green in ignoring the prophetic plea of the Cyn- 
tralia miners to “please save our lives.”

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A Place for Bert Cooper’s Nose 

There is quite a school of thought which 
teaches that it’s no use for the poor to have 
bathtubs because they will only store coal in 
them. Obviously, Bert Cooper, director of Mis- 
souri’s Department of Business and Administra- 
tion, subscribes to that hoary chestnut. When 
asked by Senator Wagner if Missouri favors pub- 
lic housing, Mr. Cooper replied with a resound- 
ing “NO” and added: 


I know from personal experience that 
many of the people living in slums would 
not move into newly-constructed houses un- 
less forced to by legislation. 


Could we take Mr. Cooper on a tour through 
Clinton-Peabody Terrace and Carr Square Vil- 
lage, St. Louis’ two public housing develop- 
ments for ex-slum dwellers? 

Ever since they were built, they have been 
packed to capacity, and each has a long waiting 
list. In the case of Clinton-Peabody Terrace, 
some 500 eligible families are on its waiting list. 
Only persons of very low income can qualify. If 
the restrictions were even slightly changed, 
there would be thousands on the waiting list. 
In the case of Carr Square Village, more than 
7000 applications have been made for its 658 
dwelling units in the last five and a half years. 
Neighborhood Gardens, for people of somewhat 


higher income, has a waiting list of about 2000 


for 252 units, with practically no turnover of 
occupancy. 

It is the experience of St. Louis, contrary to 
the experience of Mr. Cooper, that no law is 
necessary to induce people to leave vermin-in- 
fested, open-privy slums for decent quarters. 
These people, odd as it may seem to Mr. Cooper, 
find it easy to master the use of bathtubs, too. 

May we rub Mr. Cooper’s arrogant nose into 
these facts and figures?

The parade of the 
prodigies, especially 
in the musical line, 
is endless. Today two 
little boys from Italy 
are seeking to emu- 
late their eminent 
compatriot Toscanini 
as baton - wielders. 
Pierino Gamba, now 
10, learned the fun- 
damentals .of con- 
ducting in a week, at the age of 4. At 9 
he was directing major orchestras in Rome 
and Paris. . 

Recently Ferrucio Burco, 8, arrived in 
America to seek acclaim and profit. When 
Sir Thomas Beecham was told of the lad’s 
activity, he said scoffingly: “The child 
should be in a kindergarten sucking a lolli- 
pop.” Whereupon Ferrucio’s manager dug 
up a biography of Beecham which set forth 
that “at the age of 10 Thomas founded an 
orchestra , .. though a boy he showed 
complete command of the orchestra.” 


Many Called, Few Chosen 


Will Pierino and Ferrucio do as well in 
adult life as Hofmann and Kreisler and 
Beecham? The world's best wishes are 
with them, but the laws of probability are 
not. 

In the field of child prodigies, many are 
called, but few are chosen. Wunderkinder 
come along frequently, several each year. 
Within the last 25 years, the Journal’s 
files indicate that about 100 youngsters 
have shown enough precocity to break into 
the news. Only a few have won distinction 
in later life, and almost without exception 
the distinguished ones are musicians. 

Yehudi Menuhin, one of the world’s fin- 
est violinists, was a wonder child of the ‘20s. 
But the vast majority of the 100—boys and 
girls who once showed so amazing a pro- 
ficiency in numbers or vocabulary or 
mechanics or preaching or chess or scholar- 
ship—are not now recognized as geniuses, 
though they are probably useful and suc- 
cessful citizens. 

Most gifted children become relatively 
duller as they grow up, psychologists have 
found. The reasons advanced are that 
homes and schools are pretty well standard- 
ized, and that the brilliant child is not 
trained and tested intensely enough to bring 
out his true abilities, 


Genius Shows in Childhood

This is not to say that dull youngsters 
have an equal chance in later life with the 
bright ones. The records prove that most 
bright youngsters become successful adults. 
In a study of 300 geniuses by Dr. Catherine 
M. Cox and a Stanford University staff, it 
was shown that practically every one had 
been an exceptionally perceptive child, even 
when the tradition said no. 

For example, Oliver Goldsmith “seemed 
impenetrably stupid,” according to one 
teacher, and another called him “a heavy 
blockhead.” Actually he was an overly 
sensitive child whom the teachers could 
not understand. ; 

Isaac Newton was near the bottom of his 
class in the early grades because he didn’t 
pay attention, After he received a whip- 
ping, he quickly rose to the top of his class.

Most prodigies show their merit at the 
start, particularly the musical lads, Mozart 


was the supreme baby genius of them all 
—a musician in his cradie, a composer at 5, 
a traveling virtuoso at 6. 


Johann Sebastian Bach's talent was ap- 
parent in earliest childhood, The boy's 
stealing his brother’s manuscripts for copy- 
ing by moonlight is one of the favorite leg- 
ends of music. 

Richard Wagner was writing poetic dra- 
mas before he was 11. Beethoven at 7 
played several instruments expertly and at 
10 wrote a cantata which startled older 
musicians by its originality, 

Of the world’s geniuses, John Stuart Mill, 
the English economist and philosopher, is 
credited with the highest IQ, around ,200. 
At 3 he was reading Greek, and in the next 
few years he tackled higher mathematics 
and astronomy. 


“The Agony Is Abated” 


Thomas Babington Macaulay, whose IQ 
is nearly as high, could talk intelligently 
before he was 2. When he was 4, a servant 
spilled some hot coffee over his leg, and 
he was asked a little later whether it still 
hurt. He replied: “Thank you, madam, the 
agony is abated,” 

Alexander Pope, the crippled poet of 200 
years ago, produced poetry as soon as he 
could lisp and by the time he was 12 he was 
turning out thundering epics and dramas 
at a furious rate. 

Goethe, the greatest German literary fig- 
ure, wrote excellent compositions and let- 
ters between his seventh and ninth years. 
Pascal, the French mathematician and 
philosopher, worked out arguments on logic 
and showed a grasp of literature and sci- 
ence equal to a learned adult when he was 
11 and 12. 


Voltaire was composing verses in his cra- 
dle, he recalled, and some of his boyhood 
verses were surprisingly good. At 10 he 
could argue with intelligent adults on ad- 
vanced topics. At 11 he was hailed as the 
prodigy supreme in his university, 


Napoleon at 8 showed unusual aptitude 
in history and mathematics and was called 
“the little mathematician.” 

Several of America’s Presidents showed 
remarkable intelligence in childhood, among 
them Washington, Madison, Lincoln, Adams 
father and son, John Quincy Adams read 
abtruse tomes and at 12 he taught English 
to the French Ambassador, who was as- 
tounded by the boy's learning, 


Three Languages at 4 


And so it goes in hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of instances—brilliant maturity pre- 
pared by brilliant childhood. One may won- 
der what Christian Heinrich Heineken 
would have become had he lived. This child, 
born in Lubeck, Germany, in 1721, is re- 
garded as the most precocious child prodigy 
on record. 

At 14 months he knew his Old Testament 
well. At 4 he had a high school student's 
knowledge of German, French, Latin, geog- 
raphy and arithmetic. He conversed in 
Latin and French with the King of Den- 
mark, But Christian. had always been a 
sickly child, and at 4 years 4 months he 
died. 

It was believed in his day that his over- 
sized, overworked brain deprived him of 
bodily vigor and led to his early death. To 
this theory the doctors and 
today say: “Nonsense—brilliant children 
on the average are stronger physically and 
morally than the average youngsters.”

“Dr. Carl Ferdinand Cori has 
‘done more than any other living 
biochemist to make us familiar 
with the intricacies of the innu- 
merable chemical’ reactions gn- 
volved) in the delivery of energy 
‘to muscle, brain and nerve,” Dr. 
William C, Stadie, professor of re~ 
search medicine at the University 
of Pennsylvania, said last year. 
‘He was only half right.» Equally 

portant is Dr. Gerty Theresa 
Cori, the other half of Washing- 
ton University’s Nobel prize-win- 
ning husband and wife team, w 
has been working side by side 
with her husband during most of 
the 34 years since they first met 
in 1914 when they were medical 
students at the German University 
in Prague. 

Dr, Carl Cori is a slim reticent 
man with graying hair and a high 
forehead. He instinctively shies 
away from people he doesn’t know, 
but when cornered discusses ‘his 
work. carefully, courteously and 
patiently. His wife, an attractive, 
red-haired woman, talks flowingly 
with ease and charm. Somewhat 
shy among strangers, she is a 
fount of animation when she is 
with her friends. Both husband 
and wife are 51 years old, and 
speak with a slight accent. 

The Coris, both professors of 
biological chemistry, complement 
each other perfectly. Each knows 
subconsciously what the other is 
thinking about and their mental 
processes mesh so well that they 
think and speak in collaboration. 
When one broaches an idea, the 
other pitks it up, embroiders and 
expands it, and passes it back to 
the first for further additions. A 
visitor, after Hstening to them ex- 
plain something, is likely fo leave 
with the strong impression that 
two voices have been expressing 
an idea in one brain. 

Their scientific work is accom- 
plished in the same way. Togeth- 
er they discuss their experiments 
and decide how to interpret what 
they have seen take place. When 
they have one of their occasional 
disagreements over a_ scientific 
point, they, unlike most other re- 
search teams, have the advantage 
of being able to keep it all in the 
family. 

Their research has been limited 
almost exclusively to the field of 
carbohydrate metabolism, to a 
study of how the body goes about 
using its fuel supply of starches 
and .sugars.

Those achievements were par- 
tially the result of some artful 
guess work, In searching for the 
key to the problem of the break- 
down of glycogen, the Coris often

When the washed 
muscle was mixed in a beaker 
with phosphate,; they were sur- 
prised to find that glucose-6-phos- 
phate had not been formed. In- 
stead, in that beaker was a com- 
pound nobody ever had seen be- 
fore and the Nobel prize for 1947. 


An Intermediate Product. 


The Coris sat down: in their 
home that evening and went over 
the whole thing from beginning to 
end, considering what the possi- 
bilities were. Finally they guessed 
that they had washed out of the 
muscle the enzyme which helps 
make glucose-6-phosphate. If so, 
what they had found was an inter- 
mediate product between glycoger 
and glucose-6-phosphate, formed 
by an enzyme nobody had discov- 
ered before because the new sub- 
Stance always had been converted 
to glucose-6-phosphate before any- 
body had recognized it. 

Their guessing turned out to be 
perfect. After the Coris and their 
associates had worked six years 
more, the final proof came when 
the new enzyme, which they 
named phosphorylase, was crys- 
tallizedgin 1941. Ags Dr. Gerty 
Cori remembers that 1935 evening, 
it was her husband who called 
the shot. Dr. Carl'Cori says it 
was a case of joint cerebration. 

The Coris also have delved deep- 


ly into the relation between the | 


sugar-starch cycle and hormones, 
stimulating substances which are 
secreted. by glands. Depending 
upon whether or not body tissues 
need glucose for energy at any 
one time, phosphorylase and the 
other enzymes can either help 
make glycogen or help tear it 
down. The process is finely bal- 
anced, balanced in part by hor- 
mones. ! 

Another scientist who has in- 
vestigated that problem is Dr. B. 
A. Houssay, of Buenos Aires, who 


;{shared the 1947 Nobel prize for 


medicine with the Coris. His pic- 
ture hangs in the Washington 
University biochemistry library 
next to Dr. Carl Corj’s office. 

Dr. Houssay’s Demonstration. 

Dr. Houssay demonstrated 
clearly that two hormones, insulin 
from the pancreas and a hormone 
from the anterior pituitary gland, 
have an opposite effect on carbo- 
hydrate metabolism. An animal 
whose pancreas has been temoved 
usually,dies of diabetes within a 
few days. Dr. Houssay found that 
if the anterior pituitary gland is 
removed as well as the pagcreas, 
the animal may live for years. It 
doesn’t get along very well — its 
metabolism fluctuates wildly—but 
it does live. 

That research was a concrete 
demonstration of a suggestion 
made by the Coris and a number 
of other scientists. Insulin, they 
said, speeds up utilization of car- 
bohydrates, while anterior pitui- 
tary extract. slows it down. The 
net effect is a joint control of 
the metabolism processes, but 
how the hormones work remains 
to be -discovered. 

In, 1945, the Cori group of re- 
searchers uncovered the first 
small part of the answer to that 
problem. Anterior pituitary ex- 
tract, and adrenal cortex gland ex- 
tract as well, were found to inter- 
fere somehow with the enzyme 
hexokinase which starts the whole 
thing by officiating at the produc- 
tion of glucose-6-phosphate from 


= 
glucose and organic pnosphate, In- 
sulin, on the other hand, puts a 
brake on the anterior pituitary 
and adrenal cortex extracts, let- 
ting hexokinase go to work, 


All the Coris’ work has been fun- 
damental research; they haven't 
found a cure for anything. Casting 
a rueful eye upon a stack of let- 
ters they have received from lay- 
men seeking an immediate Cure 
for such diseases of abnormal 
metabolism as diabetes and goiter, 
they are quick to emphasize that 
they have left to other scientists 
the job of applying their research. 
Their associates point out equally 
quickly that the fundamental 
knowledge the Coris have contrib- 
uted will speed up discovery of 
those applications. 


Born in Prague. 


Both the Coris were born in 
Prague. Dr. Carl Cori, who is de- 
scended from a long line of uni- 
versity and professional people, is 
a son of Dr. Carl I. Cori, a‘ dis- 
tinguished biologist who formerly 
was rector of the German Univer- 
sity at Prague: He is the only 
parent of Dr. or Mrs. Cori who is 
still alive; he now lives in Vienna. 


When his son won the Nobel 
prize last year, newspapers all 
over Europe published a _ photo- 
graph of Dr, Carl I. Cori labeled 
Dr. Carl F. Cori. This aroused 
considerable amused comment 
|\from European friends and rela- 
_tives, who remarked that life in 
the United States certainly had 
aged the young Dr. Cori. 


Dr. Gerty Cori’s father was a 
business man. Appropriately, in 
the light of her future scientific 
research, he operated a sugar re- 
finery in Prague. Her first name, 
she explains, is not a nickname. 
“I was named for a pre-World War 
I Austrian warship,” she reported, 
adding that nobody ever took the 
trouble to enlighten her on the 
subject of how a warship acquired 
as unmilitary a name as Gerty. 


. The Coris’ friendship in medical 
school at the University of Prague 
flourished on a joint. research 
project in immunology and on 
mountain climbing and skiing ex- 
peditions in the’ Alps. They were 
married in 1920, shortly after they 
had received their M.D. degrees. 
Their only separation followed— 
a period of about one year when 
Dr. Gerty Cori worked at the 
Children’s Hospital fn Vterina and 
Dr, Carl Cori was an assistant in 
pharmacology atithe University of 
Graz in Austria. 


| In 1922, they came {tp this coun- 
try to work as biochemists at the 
New York State Institute for the 
Study of Malignant Diseases at 
Buffalo. While there, they at- 
tempted to find a relation between 
cancer and carbohydrate metabol- 
ism. The best they could do was 
to discover that lactic acid is 
formed in cancerous tissue much 
more copiously than in normal tis- 
sue. Nobody has any idea yet 
what that observation means, but 
it’s one of the more important 
metabolic differences between can- 
cerous and normal tissue that has 


‘been found.

Their living room, panelled in 
redwood, has bookcases covering 
much of two walls.

Mrs. Cori, who works at 
the laboratory from 9 to 6 on 
weekdays, runs the house by re- 
mote control ‘with the help of a 
housekeeper, an operation which, 
she says, “takes a little arrang- 
ing.” 

The biochemists lead a moder- 
ate social life, which includes at- 
tendance at a few symphony con- 
cérts each yearn At their occa- 
sional large parties, the conver- 
sation usually ranges from theo- 
retical physics, Aristotle and Bee- 
thoven to the peccadillos of St. 
Louis politicians. In the summers, 
they take a month’s vacation 
somewhere :in the West where 
they can’ get away from it all on 
the tops of mountains. 


When the Coris returned from 
Europe last month, they found 
waiting for them a tremendous 
stack of congratulatory messages 
from friends all over the world. 
Rejecting a friend’s suggestion 
that they reply to each with a 
printed card of acknowledgment, 
Mrs. Cori put off her return. to 
the laboratory just long enough to 
write personal notes of thanks. 
“Sending printed cards is worse 
than not answering at all,” she 
commented. 

She has now rejoined her hus- 
band in their continuing study of 
carbohydrate metabolism. Phos- 
phofylase, the enzyme the Coris 
discovered, appears in two’ forms

THE RUSSIAN IDEA 
By Nicholas Berdiaev | 

{(MeMillan Co., N. Y., $3.50) 

OW much of this book is 
Hetecares by resentment and 

frustration it is difficult for 
the outsider to judge. Berdiaev, 
whose books are well known to 
students of philosophy, charac- 
terizes himself as a Marxist who 
later turned to a neo-religious 
movement called ‘Russian 
Renaissance’ which, in its es- 
gence, dreams of a free, pan- 
Slavic Russia, not unlike the 
ideals of Tolstoy and Dostoyev- 
sky. 
This dream has not come true, 
the representatives of the move- 
ment are all in exile—shouldn’t 
they be resentful? However, to 
the everlastihg credit of the au- 
thor we must add that he has 
painted a. masterful portrait of 
the Russian soul, as brutal as 
Dostoyevsky and as self-flagel- 
lant as Tolstoy. This study of 
the Russian character alone 
makes it worth while reading 
this book. 

Berdiaev cénsiders a deep re- 
ligious yearning the basic trait 
of the Russian people. However, 
theirs is an ambiguous character: 
Search for God and a militant 
godlessness; humility and ar- 
rogance; slavery and revolt—al! 
this part and parcel of the Rus- 
sian soul. They have, he says, 
“a pride in their humility. The 
Russian people are the least 
military-minded and a  peace- 


loving people, but at the same 


time this people must rule in 
the world.”’ 

It becomes clear from this 
book that ever since she came 
into existence Russia has been 
in a spiritual turmoil. Despite 
the semblance of stability in past 
periods, the intelligentsia real- 
ized the shaky and faulty foun- 
dations of the country. The 
nineteenth century brought the 
conflict into the open: Civiliza- 
tion against. serfdom, religion 
against corruption, spirit against 
materialism,

ORE than 2000 novels are 
M published in the United 

States every year and as 
nobody reads them all it is un- 
safe to generalize too broadly 
about their qualities or temden- 
cies.

room is hardly favorable to 
humor, not even to bawdy hu- 
mor. All that such limited frank- 
ness can accomplish is to pro- 
duce a shock. Withorft consid- 
ering whether such a result is 
good or bad in a moral sense it 
is limited in ita effects. It wears 
off quickly and the reader, who 
is addicted to shock must have 
another and a stronger one.

OONVILLE, the State

While by no means the best 
work on juvenile delinquency, 


“Youth in Despair’ will make 


good reading ‘for many a 
thoughtful man and woman who 
wonders what to do about this 
mess. We must begin, says Dr. 
Banay, by replacing some out- 
worn myths. “A self-determining, 
deliberating individual who free- 
ly. chooses the ways of crime does 
not exist. But our penal law is 
based upon this supposition.” 
(p. 201.) Instead, the offender 
is to be viewed as a person whose 
behavior (including his crimes) 
is “aimed at the satisfaction of a 
need or the expression of an im- 
pulse in a manner to make the 
individual happier or more com- 
fortable."’ (p. 202.) If he 
comes into conflict with the law, 
this is to be understood in rela- 
tion to his physical and mental 
constitution, hia social environ- 
ment, or both. Such a view does 
not mean that the delinquent is 
to be pitied or coddled. It does 
mean that any hope of changing 
his ways must be based on under- 
standing. ° 
. ” . 

HE first step, after an of- 
fender has been apprehended, 
is that of studying him, his 
background, and his prospects, 
in order to gain some insight in- 
to how he came to be a delin- 
quent and what are the possibili- 
ties of changing him, and to lay 
out a program of treatment. This 
task may well involve the collab- 
oration of judge, social worker, 
physician, psychologist and psy-

THE ATLANTIC FRONTIER: 
Colonial American Civilization, 1607- 
1763, by Louis B. Wright. (Alfred A. 
Knopf, New York, 354 pp. $4.50.) 

WENTY years of research 

and reinterpretation are the 

basis for this cogent and 
compact new contribution to the 
documentation of colonial Amer- 
ica. Its object is ‘“‘to give a 
brief account of the growth of 
civilization in the 13 colonies 
which became the United States.” 

Emphasizing the political, 80- 
cial, and intellectual develop- 
ment of the colonies in regional 
groups, Dr. Wright tersely tells 
of their settlement 4nd their 
progress into firm establishment. 
Compression rules out all but 
major facts in the political his- 
tory of each colony, and, since 
thein formative years largely de- 
termined their later identity, 
their early history is stressed 
most, ' 

Dr. Wright's chapter titles 
ably evoke the various areas of 
seventeenth century settlement. 
His opening discussion of ‘The 
Old World Background” s fol- 
lowed by ‘Patrician and Yeo- 
man in the Chesapeake Bay 
Colonies,’’ ‘Piety and Commerce 
in the New. England Common- 
wealths,’’ “Babel on the Hudson 
and the Delaware.” “The ‘Holy 
Experiment’ in Pennsylvania,” 
and  ‘“‘Southern Spearheads of 
Trade and Imperial Expansion.’ 
A final chapter—‘“The Colonies 
Come of Age’’—-shows the col- 
onies maturing and effecting 
their transition into political in- 
dependence. 

Unpedantic, pointed, concise, 
this admirable survey provides 
an up-to-date consideration of 
that colonial America which 
‘‘was necessafily a projection of 
Europe across the Atlantic,” and 
sketches in sharp strokes the de- 
tails of its evolution into a ro- 
bust and self-sufficient new en- 
tity. No scholarly apparatus 
slows the text’s sure pace, but 
17 pages of bibliographical motes 
and references at the end of the 
hook (keved to the chapters) 
furnish rich forage for readers 
eager for more detailed informa- 
tion,

NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (AP) — 
The United States Golf Association 
reminded the nation’s colleges of 
its new “purity code” today, warn- 
ing that hereafter no golfer over 
18 may accept scholastic favors 
because of hig links prowess with- 
out forfeiting his amateur stand- 


ing. 

Outlining a stringent amend- 
ment to its rules which was 
passed at the annual convention 
last month, the governing body of 
golf said under the heading 
“Proselyting and Athletic Scholar- 
ships” that no youth past 18 could: 

“Because of golf skill or’ go 
reputation,” ‘accept “the bene 
of a scholarship or any other con- 
sideration as an inducement to be 
A student in an .institution of 
learning.” 

A supplementary statement by 
the association's amateur status 
and conduct committee eaid blunt- 


petition at the cempletion of the 
current scholastic year in June.

“You permit gigging of fish in 
season — why not frogs? . How 
many frogs did you ever take on 
a hook and line and what bait did

MARSHALL PLAN 
BOYCOTT COSTLY 
10 SOVIET BLOC 


U.N. Economic Survey In- 
dicates They May Face 
Heavy Penalties for 
Their Decision, 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Febe 28 
(AP)—A United Nations survey 


indicated today that countries boy- 
cotting the Marshall plan may 
face heavy economic penalties for 
their decision. 

The 85-page report, titled the 
“Foreign Exchange Position of the 
Devastated Countries,” did not 
mention the Marshall plan spe- 
cifically, but it drew these con- 
clusions: 

1. Virtually all the war-dam- 
aged countries are threatened 
with serious economic retrogres- 
sion unless they receive outside 
aid on a large scale for several 
years. 

2. The predominant volume of 
foreign financial assistance since 
the end of the war has been ex- 
tended by the United States. 

3. Other potential sources of 
aid can be counted on to supply 
only a small part of the needs. 


Out Selves Off From Aid. 


The general implication is that 
the Soviet bloc countries, by re- 
fusing to take part in the Mar- 
shall plan, cut themselves off from 
virtually all major sources of aid. 

This is all the more serious in 
the light of statistics in the U.N. 
report showing that each of the 
countries not participating in the 
Marshal! plan was faced with. sub- | 
stantial foreign currency deficits 
at the end of 1947. | 

The report, prepared by the U.N. 
Department of Economic Affairs, 
showed the estimated deficits of 
Albania, Finland, Czechoslovakia, | 
Poland, Yugoslavia and Hungary | 
as approximately one billion dol-'| 
lars against $406,000,000 for 10 
other European countries. 

The U.N. economists held out | 
little hope that the countries 
named would get any large-scale | 
aid from such agencies as the) 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development and 
the International Monetary Fund. 


Cites Loan Applications, 


They pointed out that the Inter- 
national Bank already had re- 
ceived applications for loang to- 
taling $2,500,000,000, while it had 
less than one billion dollars in its 
loan fund. At the same time, it 
quoted the bank’s stringent rules 
which limit its loans to a narrow 
field. 


Albania, Finland and Hungary 
—as non-members of the bank— | 
are automatically excluded from 
loans. 

The report did not cover Rus- 
sia’s needs, 

Dealing with the situation as a 
whole, including the position of |. 
Ethiopia, Siam, Burma, southern 
Korea and the Philippines as dev- 
astated countries outside Europe, 
the report said: 


“In some cases the deficits may 
be met entirely or substantially 
by drawing upon oe for- 
eign excha urces and util- 
izing the ces of foreign 
loans already granted. Other 
countries less fortunately placed 
may, of course, have to: reduce 
their deficits on current account 
by a curtailment of imports, 

“In either case, however, the 
year 1948 will see,.most of the 
countries with theif foreign cred- 
its exhausted and ‘their foreign 
exchange assets rapidly running 
out, if not already depleted, un- 
less further external assistance is | 
forthcoming.” 

The survey showed the United 
States had made available $14,- 
800,000,000 in total postwar for- 
eign financial assistance up to 
March 1947. 

Referring to the Marshall plan | 
indirectly, the report said: 

“The United States... is now | 
considering means of further as- 
sistance.”

The. 52-Year-Old Widow, With Romance in Her 
Soul, Died Less Than a Week After Marrying Rural 


Lothario — Convicted, He Faces Life in Prison

CLINTON, Ark., Feb. 28. 

T WAS late in the afternoon of 

New Year’s Eve when Sadie Sue 

Dudley, 52-year-old mail order 
bride, got her first glimpse of the 
weather-beaten, four-room. struc- 
ture which was to be her new 
home. It was the last house at 
the end of the dirt road. Behind 
it was a precipitous incline to a 
deep, wooded ravine. A cold, driz- 
zling rain was falling. 

Inside the bleak little house, 
lighted by coal-oil lamps, she met 
her mother-in-law, a grim-visaged, 
gray-haired woman who, although 


Sadie Sue didn’t know it at the : 


time, was not even aware of her 
son's marriage. She also met 
Henry Petty, a slow-thinking, 
slow-moying hired hand who lived 
in the house and carried on what 
farming was done at the place. 

What Sadie Sue’s reaction to the 
place was, or exactly what hap- 
pened during her introduction to 
her new home, will probably never 
be known, Becatse four hours 
later Sadie Sue was dead.

Autumn fires, by and large, are caused 
by dry weather and the carelessness of hunters who set fire 
to den trees, leave camp-fires burning and the like—or by 
motorists who toss cigarettes from their cars—or by folks who 
sre burning over small areas and let the fires get away from 
them. As to the motorists, it is probably very-often the fellow 
sitting next to the driver—on the side nearest the edge of the 
réad—who is responsible; so remember this and never hesitate 
te caution the man who rides with you. He may be careless 
where you are not. 
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@ AS TO THE SPRING FIRES, A GOODLY number of them 
are set deliberately by those hard-headed old-timers who graze 
their livestock in the forest and still have that completely 
erroneous but hard-to-down belief that burning off the leaves 
will make the grass grow. Sticking to this matter of the graz- 
ing resource alone, here is what happens, In the Ozark forest 
are many nutritious plants which furnish food for cattle and 
hogs, as well as for deer, turkeys, squirrels and many other 
forms of wildlife. Among these are severa) varieties of clovers, 
lespedezas and wild peas—as wel] as shrubs too numerous to 
list here. Spring fires burn hotly in the cover of leaves on the 
forest floor. They destroy al! the humus which feeds the plants.

@ WORSE STILL, THEY ALSO DESTROY the plants them- 
selves: Then after rain has washed the ash down the watershed, 
small annual grasses begin to grow. These look nice and green 
to the fellow who set the fire and he thinks he has created 
some fine pasture. But the cheat-grass and foxtail offer little 
in food value for either tame or wild animale—and die down 
to dull gray chaff when the hot July days arrive. Thus during 
the past 50 years of burning, the Ozark farmer has jowered 
the carrying capacity of his range by at least 60 per cent, 
which certainly doesn’t help him prosper,

@ GRAZING ISN'T THE ONLY THING which forest fires 
éestrey. By stripping the cover from steep watersheds, they 
contribute to floods and the silting-in of our streams, Countless 
billions of tens of gravel have already come close to destroying 
‘ the fishing in many of the beautifu) creeks and rivers of the 
Ozarks, They lower the water-table in these hills, thus eutting 
down the flow of springs and wells. They burn out the nests 
of squirrels and birds, destroy the young of al] wildlife apecies 
and kil} the shrubs on which'the deer browse. Finally~and 
of course this is extremely important from the standpoint of 
Ozark economies—the fires kill the young trees and scar the 
trunks ef the older ones so they eventually decay and cannot 
be used for saw-logs. 
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One can only guess at the damage caused by the | 
average Missouri forest fire but I'd venture that three 
dollars per acre wouldn't be putting it too high.

It’s also 
sometimes possible te ch the 
location of the screw so that it 
goes inte sound weod, Loose nuté 
on bolts can be tightened with a 
wrench, but take it as a little 
too much oomph on the wrench 
may split the wood, Run the nut 
up gently and stop when the joint 
seems te be firm. 

Before a glued joint oan be fixed 
the old glue has to be sanded off 
and the two surfaces wiped clean. 
Use a good brand of weed glue 
and give each surface just a light 
film of it. Too much glue is worse 
than too little, Press the two sur 
faces together and keep pressure 
on them either with an adjustable 
clamp or with strings twisted up 
tight with a stick until the glue 
has set hard.

‘olina and psychologists there pro- 
nounce this learn-while-you-sleep 
scheme pretty much of a success, 

A sort of combination record- 
player, electric clock and. under- 
the-pillow microphone, Sherover's 
Dormiphone was put through its 

paces by psychologist Charles R. 
Elliott, who selected 15 “nonsense 
syllables,” unrelated, three letter 
words and recorded them. 

The words were boy, egg, say, 
art, run, not, sir, leg, bag, row, ice, 
out, age, box and eat. Then 
picking 40 students, all with per- 
fect hearing, for each of the tests, 
the professor started his sleep 
teaching research. 


ae 


HILE 20 of the students in 

each test slept undisturbed, 

the other 20 sleepers were 
subjected to the repetition of the 
word list 30 times at intervals in 
their sleep. The professor could 
tell that all were really asleep by 
means of a machine called the 
electroencephalograph. 

When the three-hour snooze was 
finished, all 40 students were 
awakened and given the list of 
words to study for a certain time. 
Then they were told to write 
down as many of the words as 
they remembered, The 20 who 
had been subjected to Sherover’s 
sleep-teacher learned the list in a 
hurry. Those who had slept un- 
disturbed made a pretty poor 
showing. 

“From those tests conducted at 
the University of North Carolina, 
it is possible that by using. the 
Dormiphone we can accelerate 
learning at a phenomenal speed,” 
says Sherover. 

“After all, psychologists have 
long believed that a dozing person 
is more receptive to suggestion 
than one who is wide-awake, But 
I’m a' pragmatist. I don't want to 
theorize, There will be many more 
tests made and when those are 
finished it will be time enough to 
put the machine on the market. 

“Right now I could -sell all I 
could make, but I don’t want this 
machine to be regarded as a gad- 
get. I want ‘the Dormiphone 
known as a tool for learning.” 

Bubbling, bouncing Sherover, a 
little man, 59 years old, is defi- 
nitely a man of ideas. He has 
run the Linguaphone Institute, 
which sells courses designed to 
teach you languages by means of 
phonograph records, into a mil- 
lion-dollar-a-year business. But be- 
sides this he has had a finger in 
an amazing number of pies. 

He once owned a brickyard and 
built a hotel in Brooklyn. He 
founded a trade magazine pub- 
lished in six languages in Tokyo 
on $50 borrowed capital and sold 
the works a few years later for

in Socialism. 

Returning from a long vovare 
to Italy he wandered around the 
U.S.A., throuch Alabama where 
he: got the job as tnterpreter in a 
coal mine, to Ne Orleans where 
he drove a bakery wagon. and 
finally back to New York where 
he went in for Socialism in a bi¢ 
way. He became editor of a Buf- 
falo Socialist newspaper and in 
the year 1913 was naturalized. 
married a Russian girl, boucht 


himself an old Ford and started 
on a’ speaking tour for the partv.

Then he sold his brickyard and 
sailed for Europe, where he had 
discovered he could buy bricks so 
cheap that he could afford to 
ship them to America and atill 
make more profit than he made

ITH the money he made on 
W imported bricks, he built a 

17-story apartment hotel in 
Brooklyn in 1928. In this venture, 
he all but loat hie shirt. But by 
1930 he had staged a sufficient fi- 
nancial recovery to go to Europe, 
where he discovered the Lingua- 
phone. He promptly acauired the 
exclusive franchise for North and 
South America. 

Today he is known as the lan- 
guage king of the world, has of- 
fices on the mezzanine floor at 
80 Rockefeller Plaza, and offers 
courses in 29 languages.

Tt is now in manufacture and 
used in many hotels and hospitals. 

He brushes his teeth with an 
electric toothbrush, shaves with an 
electric razor, worries his scalp 
with an electric vibrator and mas- 
sages his body with an electrio 
massage machine. 

Now having pretty well satisfied 
himself that he is on the right 
track with his Dormiphone and 
within thinking distance of the 
day when Linguaphone will be 
teaching bv day and Dormiphone 
by night, Sherover has turned his 
energies to promoting something 
new again. 

He’s in the throes of organiz- 
ing an International Linguaphone 
League, a scheme by which he

HE land of the six-month 
Mardi Gras will be reflected 
in paintings which are to 

on view Friday at Carroll-Knight 
Gallery, 425 North Euclid avenue, 
The show, called Il Settecento 
Veneziana, includes 25 canvases 
by 13 Venetian masters of the 
Eighteenth Century.

Coward a Shrewd 
And Clever Artisan — 


By George Jean. Nathan 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28. 

OEL COWARD'S success in the light-minded theater is largely 

predicated on three diligently rehearsed and even more diligently 

executed capers. The first is a fancily superior contempt for 
the standard morality made acceptable to the laity by airing it 
through characters who bear only the faintest resemblance to norma! 
buman beings and: whose dicta are therefore as amusedly regarded 
eas those of, say, politicians on ethics. The second is the trick of 
passing off a calculated impertinence for wit by lodging it in the 
mouths of glossily dressed characters and directing it to be spoken 
in fastidious accents through elevated noses: The third is an absti- 
mence from any intelligence and an-evasion of the dramatic conse- 
quences by whimsically deprecating what remote symptoms of it the 
eharacters may seem to ventilate. 

That Mr. Semele = about aot ever ertme is obvious. 
But whenever he has defiantly ventured beyond the minor cocktail 
and cigarette drama, he has found himself still up to his neck in the 
old adhesive marshMaliow icing.

upon this as a campaign issue. When the charter 
was granted by Congress, Jackson vetoed it in his 
famous “poor against the rich” message. The Bank 
poured more money into Clay’s campaign than had 
ever been spent on a Presidential election. 

In the te House Old Hickory stiffened. After 
the election was over and Clay had been soundly 
beaten, Jackson issued an order withdrawing all gov- 
ernment deposits from the “monster.” That sealed 
the Bank’s doom, but it died slowly and painfully, 
dragging down the country's credit by a series of 
recenaiehe measures. 

After eight years of battling with the giants of 
finance and politics, Jackson was still their master 
when he left the presidency and retired to the 
Hermitage.

THE YANKEE ABOLITIONISTS 


William Lloyd Garrison called the constitution “an 
agreement with hel]” because it sanctioned slavery. 
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treated as dangerous fanatics. Their meet-- 


ing places were burned by mobs, Garrison 
himself was beaten on a Boston street, and 
his disciples were murdered. The abolition 
a was too hot for the orthodox politi- 

cians of the 1830's, so it was left to mob 
violence. 

The first a of the abolitionists 
was the Reverend = Parish Lovejoy, 35, 
of Alton, Illinois. vejoy was born in 
Maine, settled in Alton as a Presbyterian 


minister and was editor of the Alton Ob- . 


server. In an editorial dated July 20, 1837, 
he said, in 

“Abolitionists hold that ‘all men are 
born free and equal, endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights... .’ 

“They do not believe that these rights 
are abrogated, or at all modified by the 
colour of skin, but that they extend alike to 
e individual of the human family... . 

Abolitionists, therefore, hold American 
Slavery to be wrong, a legalized system of 
inconceivable injustice, and a SIN. . 
against God... .” 

Some time after he tome this, 
Lovejoy was cornered in newspaper 
office by a drunken “posse” who dumped 
his press into the Mississippi River and 
fired the building. Lovejoy was shot five 
times with rifle balls. 

The next day, as his corpse was carried 
through the streets, the slavery men stood 
on the sidewalks and jeered. 


LITTLE VAN—HIS HARD TIMES 


President Martin Van Buren inaugurated 
a 10-hour day on federal public works. 


O PRESIDENT ever had 

so many revealing nick- 

names as Martin Van 
Buren—he was. the "Flying 
Dutchman,” the “Red Fox of 
Kinderhook,” the “Little .Ma- 
gician,” the “American Talley- 
rand.” He “rowed to his ob- 
ject with muffled oars,” in the 
phrase of John Randolph. He 
was the smartest out-and-out 
politician of the Democratic 
party. His enemies said he 
was so vain that he wore the 
carpet threadbare in front of 
his study mirror. In 1837, 
with Jackson's powerful bless- 
ing, he moved into the White 
House. 

But Little Van was doomed 
to suffer the full brunt of an- 
other financial panic which 
soon broke loose in Wall street 
as the result of a wild land- 
and-stock speculation boom. 
The business men blamed the 
depression .of 1837-1840 on 
Jackson's anti-Bank policy, 
while the Democrats blamed 
Nick Biddle. 

While the panic was at its 
peak a fresh disaster struck 
the administration. Samuel 
Swartwout, the Tammany col- 
lector of the port of New York, 
ran off to Europe after stealing 
$1,225,705.69 from the Govern- 
ment. A Congressional com- 
mittee absolved Van Buren 
from any personal blame. But 
the Swartwout affair led to 
new outbursts against the 
Democrats.

The Whigs had absorbed al- 
most all the anti-Jackson elements 
in the country, including Clay’s Na 
tional Republicans, the anti-Masons, 
a remnant of old-fashioned Federal 
ista, and some conservative Demo 
crats. They took their party’s name 
from the patriots of the Revolution, 
and their political technique from the 
Democrats themselves, improving 
it as they went along. The Whigs 
were the new party of business and 
property, but they carefully su 

ressed—in public, at least—the old 
ee prejudice against ‘the 
Py te Since Jackson had won 
is political battles by appealing to 
the common man, the Whigs an 
nounced that they were sr 
men, too, and their campaign 
ters showed them with their s irk 
sleeves rolled up, hammering at ¢ 
forge or following a plow.

His health had already been 
undermined by the job-hunters who 
swarmed into the executive man- 
sion and thrust their papers into 
his hands and pockets—they pur- 
sued him so closely, he said, that 
he could not attend to “the neces 
sary functions of nature.” Now, at 
the age of 68, his cold turned into 
pleurisy. The doctors cupped him, 
someone read the 103d Psalm, and 
on April 4, 1841, after 30 days in 
office, Old Tippecanoe on.
